In floor action Thursday the Senate put 
back in the bill 12.58 million which the 
chamber’s Appropriations Committee had 
cut out. The money was for a multi-purpose 
building at the State School and Hospital in 
St Louis. 
The version passed by the House called 
for total spending of $142.92 million. 
Although that was cut to $142.55 million by 
the Senate Appropriations Committee, the 


restoring of the money for the St. Louis 
facility brought the total spending level up 
to around $145 million. The Appropriations 
Committee also had voted to add $2 million 
for new state parks and another $2.5 million 
for the state hospital at St. Joseph, which 
the fUU chamber went along with Thursday. 
Still, the main section of the measure 
remained the prison compromise calling for 
$37 million in spending to improve the 
state’s correctional system.

HARD WELFARE QUESTIONS 
Whatever its flaws, President Carter's welfare reform 
program is the first serious attempt since 1969 to make 
some sense out of the wasteful and disorganized way we 
fry to help poor people in this country. 
• The program has two obvious virtues: It would 
establish a basic welfare benefit ($4,200 a year for a 
family of four) in all 50 states. And the New work 
requirements would give able-bodied adults a financial 
incentive - “push” might be a better word - to earn 
money instead of staying home at public expense. 
; In addition, Carter’s proposals would abolish the 
cumbersome and much-abused food stamp program and 
require, for the first time, that welfare mothers take 
part-time or full-time jobs once their children are old 
enough to go to school. 
Some conservatives will complain that the President’s 
program is nothing more than a guaranteed annual wage 
- a handy cushion to fall back on when all else fails. 
But the present welfare system is so widly inconsistent 
from state to state that anything short of a new national 
standard would simply perpetuate the inequities we 
already have. 
Why, for example, should a welfare family of four in 
Kansas City, Mo., get $3,468 in cash and food stamps 
while across the river in Kansas City, Kan., the same 
family would be getting $4,668? 
; And why should a poor family be forced to move out of 
9 state because the welfare benefits there are so low it 
Can’t afford clothing ami shelter? 
There are two aspects of the President’s plan that must 
receive close scrutiny in the coming debate. 
: The first is the cost of the plan. Carter said originally 
his reform would cost no more than the present system. 
Now he’s added $6 billion in subsidies and tax relief to 
make the plan more attractive to low-income workers 
and to cities, like New York, which are clamoring for 
federal aid. How much is this $6 billion likely to escalate 
in the years ahead? Can savings be made?

Where do the people who leave 
metropolitan areas go? Many 
would have it that they are going 
back to rural America, and this 
is partially true. But there are 
rich and complex crosscurrents 
of people of different things, and 
the resulting pattern is a 
complicated one. 
Some 
hold that 
a new 
millennium 
has 
arrived, 
a 
profound 
change 
in 
con­ 
sciousness among millions of 
Americans who, tired of the 
pressures, pollution and crime 
of the cities, alienated by the 
corruption of our institutions, 
and imbued with a new land 
ethic, leave the metropolis for 
rural areas in search of a 
simpler, saner, healthier life. 
Undoubtedly some of this is 
going on. But two points must be 
made. First that there is no 
evidence that such moves 
amount to anything in par­ 
ticular, either as a gross outflow 
from urban areas or more 
particularly as a net flow once 
the stream of returnees is taken 
into account. The other point is, 
to my mind, more important. 
This is that there is absolutely 
nothing new in some Americans 
with spiritual or intellectual 
inquietudes 
removing them­ 
selves to rural areas for a while, 
or for life. Such returns to the 
land, whether by individuals or 
groups, are as American as 
apple pie and a continuation of 
our traditions. They are not an 
explanation of the reversal. 
To some considerable degree 
the growth of non-metropolitan 
areas is a continuation of the 
extension 
of 
the 
functional 
geographic 
range of urban 
areas What is happening is not 


so much that people are leaving 
the city for the country as that 
the city itself is moving to the 
country. 
One principal reason has been 
the 
continuing 
shift 
of 
manufacturing production out of 
metropolitan areas to small 
cities and rural areas. 
The available statistics on the 
characteristics of the migrants 
support the economic bases for 
the revival of non-metropolitan 
population 
growth. 
Those 
moving from the metropolises to 
rural areas are younger, better 
educated, and more skilled on 
the average than present 
residents of those areas. But 
they are older, less educated, 
and less occupationally skilled 
than those leaving the rural 
areas for the metropolis. Thus, 
although 100 people arrive in 
rural areas for every 84 who 
leave, it appears that the non­ 
metropolitan areas are gaining 
quantitatively, but that they are 
still losing qualitatively, sending 
their better educated and oc­ 
cupationally qualified youth to 
the metropolitan areas. 
In the balance, it seems to me 
very probable that for the next

statistics

Mountains of Paperwork Block 
Carter’s Long-Range Planning 


by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Presi­ 
dent Carter is scrambling 
desperately to get ahead of 
the paperwork being piled 
on his desk. Sources close 
to the president acknowl­ 
edge that he has become 
too bogged down in details 
and deadlines to see be­ 
yond the immediate crisis. 
His view of the problems 
on the horizon, they say, 
has been obstructed by the 
mountains of paperwork 
on his desk. 'There has 
been very little long-range 
planning in 
the 
White 
House," one top presiden­ 
tial adviser told us. "It’s all 
crisis management. Noth­ 
ing is solved until the dead­ 
line approaches." 
Carter has 
advanced 
from one crisis to another 
since he concluded his in­ 
augural walk down Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue 
seven 
months ago. He hadn’t fin­ 
ished unpacking before he 
was confronted with a crit­ 
ical shortage of natural 
gas. "The president should 
have been told in Novem­ 
ber that he’d be facing a 
natural gas crisis in Janu­ 
ary," 
complained 
one 
adviser. 
The recent steel price 
increases also took the 
White House by surprise. 
"That could have been pre­ 
dicted six months ago," 
grumped the adviser. 
But some Carter aides 
are now trying to antici­ 
pate the problems before 
they 
become 
disasters. 


The president’s pollster, 
Patrick Caddell, is trying, 
to devise statistical mea­ 
sures that can predict trou­ 
ble in advance. 
Stuart 
Eisenstat, 
the 
overworked domestic pol­ 
icy chief, is also trying to 
plan for the future. But his 
staff 
has 
been 
overwhelmed with imme­ 
diate problems. 
"We’ve 
had to deal with energy, 
tax reform, welfare, the 
economic stimulus pack­ 
age, 
aliens, 
minimum 
wage, urban problems, re­ 
organization and social 
security," Eisenstat told 
us. These are critical 
problems that the Republi­ 
can administrations just 
didn’t deal with." 
One White House adviser 
suggested 
that 
Carter 
"hire 12 of the brightest 
guys in the country and let 
them work on long-range 
problems.” But Eisenstat, 
in an interview with our 
associate Howie . Kurtz, 
said that he fears such 
aides might "sit off in a 
comer and lose touch with 
reality.” He prefers to 
have his own staff work on 
complex proposals such as 
energy and welfare, which 
he noted "were not con­ 
cocted overnight." 
There is no longer an 
H.R. Haldeman zealously 
guarding the door to the 
oval office. Every aide has 
been encouraged to send 
his 
ideas 
directly 
to 
Carter. Consequently, he 


spends much of his time 
pouring over stacks of 
memoranda, option papers 
ami trivial problems. 
The president shouldn’t 
be spending his time decid­ 
ing who gets to use the 
White House pool," com­ 
plained (me top Carter 
associate. 
"He 
spends 
hours on stuff like that. He 
loves detail." After one 
Cabinet 
meeting, 
for 
instance, 
aides 
were 
surprised to find that 
Carter had read and ap­ 
proved the minutes of the 
meeting. They were ini­ 
tialed "OK - JC." The 
president has now been 
convinced that such duties 
should be relegated to a 
secretary. 


On substantive issues, 
however, Carter insists on 
having 
complete 
back­ 
ground data, not just a 
summary. For example, 
he recently read nearly 100 
pages of memoranda on 
the problem of shoring up 
the ailing Social Security 
system. 
A cover memo from 
Eisenstat described the 
short-term and long-term 
problems, 
congressional 
expectations, the question 
of public confidence and a 
series of options. There 
were spaces for Carter to 
approve or disapprove the 
options. 
Attached were 
lengthy memos and charts 
from Treasury Secretary 
Michael 
Blumenthal, 
Health Education and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Joseph Cal- 
ifano and budget boss Bert 
Lance. 
Some Carter staffers ar­ 
gue that the only way to 
achieve any action in bu­ 
reaucratic Washington is 
to set deadlines. The presi­ 
dent, for instance, waited 
to get involved in the con­ 
gressional wrangling over 
auto emission standards 
until two weeks before 


be competing for imports with 
Japan and the West 
Leu than two weeks after the 
CIA study was released, the 
Russians 
announced an oil 
barter deal with Iran, and 
revealed that they were already 
importing oil and gas from Iraq. 
The CIA waa right; Russia's oil 
production is peaking, and it is 
even now on its way to becoming 
a net importer.

Detroit’s threatened shut­ 
down of production.

NEW YORK - Rooming the 
land are some .22-caliber killers. 
With silencers attached they’ve 
committed far more lethal 
damage than did the gory “Son 
of Sam’’ and his gruesome .44. 
For a long time now FBI 
teams have been hunting the .22- 
caliber crowd. They've executed 
some 20men - most of them FBI 
informers including a couple of 
potential prosecution witnesses 
against 
a command-decision 
Mafia type in New Jersey. 
All of which focuses on the 
underworld combine now in­ 
filtrating the ancillary services 
which will feed and supply the 
posh new gambling casinos and 
hotels when Atlantic City begins 
swinging soon enough as Las 
Vegas East. 
Legalized gambling has been 
hooplahed as the great economic 
salvation 
by 
labor 
leaders 
during 
boardwalk 
demon­ 
strations, state capital lobbying 
and union rallies. But testimony 
before the New Jersey state 
Commission of Investigation 
this 
past week 
definitely 
evidenced the fact that union 
leaders won’t have a free lunch 
or free ride unless it’s a one-way 
trip, when the wheels begin 
spinning and the craps rolling. 
As 
the 
commission’s 
executive 
director

Siavage outlined it, a chap 
called Steward Seigel had let it 
be known he would open an

City 
croupier 
and 
gaming school. This is a very 
skilled business when the lights 
go dim. Then, according to 
Siavage and the testimony, 
Seigel, got a call from a friend to 
come up the Garden State Park­ 
way and meet him in front of a 
diner in the Newark-Bellevilie 
area. Seigei went and waited. 
Finally a car with two men 
drove up. His friend introduced 
him to a man known in the trade 
as “ Mustache Mike’’ and 
walked 
away. 
Seigel and 
“Mike ” talked quietly. 
Suddenly Seigel heard he 
(Seigel) had a partner. Namely 
Mustache Mike, who assured 
him they could be mutally 
helpful. After all, Mike has a 
friend known in the syndicate 
crime business as “Tumac.” 
He’s a roving middleman 
wandering, laundering, dealing 
and always wheeling quickly 
inside the still-powerful family 
of the late Carlo Gambino 
(allied with Philadelphia's 
alleged 
tribal chief Angelo 
Bruno, liege of the Atlantic City 
barony) at well at to the 
Genovese family. 
Mustache Mike tokl Seigel 
that the combine could help him 
get whet he needed and alio 
smooth the way with the unions. 
This simply is the old “labor 
peace” racket. “Protected 
shop” sort of thing. To tempt 
Seigel further, Mustache Mike 
told him how cosy it would be If 
the croupier school operator 
would help the syndicate place 


some of its people in the casinos 
Mustache Mike has clout in 
New Jersey. His friend Tumac 
(obviously a nickname) is in the 
powerful Boiardo “regime” - 
underworld patois for a group or 
unit to a crime family. This 
“regime” is run by the still- 
powerful old “Richie the Boot" 
Boiardo as part of the Genovese 
operation. 
This is a tough combination - 
hardly weakened by all the 
notoriety of the ’80s. True. 
Mustache Mike might have been 
talking fast and maybe couldn’t 
deliver. But the State Com­ 
mission of Investigation chaired 
by Joe Rodriguez plans to learn 
if he<and his mobsters can. 


But the Mustache Mikes don’t 
often talk out of turn or promise 
what they can’t deliver. So what 
he was saying in effect was that 
either he and his combine 
already had muscled in or 
planned to pressure some of the 
unions in the various supply 
industry trades 
Considering the glare of the 
camera lights and the shiny big 
black 
headlines, 
seizing or 
muscling the unions might not 
be easy. There are clauses in the 
gaming control act which will 
force unions to register with the 
state if they are in any industry 
servicing 
the Atlantic City 
hotels and gambling casinos. 
This is much like the regulations 
governing the New York and 
New Jersey Bi-State Waterfront 
Commission. 
Thus, the unions wiU have to 
be licensed and undergo full 
discolsure 
before they 
can 
collect dues in the gambling 
areas. That should make it 
difficult far the mob. But the 
Mafia is there and toe pressure 
never ceases. 
This is something the New 
York and Pennsylvania resort 
.area operators must always 
bear in mind as they complain of 
toe future business Atlantic City 
already is taking from them 
through 
advance convention 
bookings. It’s a headache no one 
needs. There are other ways to 
draw crowds. 
Nonetheless, the big in­ 
nkeepers in these states are 
pushing hard. New York has 
created a special legislative 
committee 
to

possibility of legalized gam­ 
bling. Hearings are scheduled 
all the way from Niagara Falls 
(Oct. 20) down to the Big Apple’s 
Rockaways. 
If they let legalized gambling 
casino* break into the Penn­

gambling will blaze right across 
the nation.

His view of the problems 
on the horizon, they say, 
has been obstructed by the 
mountains of paperwork 
on his desk 
T here has 
been very little long-range 
planning 
in 
the 
White 
House." one top presiden­ 
tial adviser told us "It’s all 
crisis m anagem ent Noth­ 
ing is solved until the dead­ 
line approaches " 
Carter 
has 
advanced 
from one crisis to another 
since he concluded his in­ 
augural walk down Penn­ 
sylvania 
Avenue 
seven 
months ago. He hadn’t fin­ 
ished unpacking before he 
was confronted with a crit­ 
ical shortage of natural 
gas T h e president should 
have been told in Novem­ 
ber that he’d be facing a 
natural gas crisis in Janu­ 
ary,* 
complained 
one 
adviser 
The recent steel price 
increases also took the 
White House by surprise 
T hat could have been pre­ 
dicted six months ago,* 
grumped the adviser. 
But some C arter aides 
are now trying to antici 
pate the problems before 
they 
become 
disasters

Where do the people who leave 
metropolitan areas go? Many 
would have it that they are going 
back to rural America, and this 
is partially true But there are 
rich and complex crosscurrents 
of people of different things, and 
the 
resulting 
pattern 
is 
a 
complicated one. 
Som e 
hold 
that 
a 
new 
millennium 
has 
arrived, 
a 
profound 
change 
in 
con­ 
sciousness among millions of 
Americans who, tired of the 
pressures, pollution and crime 
of the cities, alienated by the 
corruption of our institutions, 
and imbued with a new land 
ethic, leave the metropolis for 
rural areas in search of a 
simpler, saner, healthier life 
Undoubtedly some of this is 
going on But two points must be 
made 
First that there is no 
evid en ce that such 
m oves 
amount 
to anything in par­ 
ticular, either as a gross outflow 
from 
urban areas or 
more 
particularly as a net flow once 
the stream of returnees is taken 
into account The other point is, 
to my mind, more important 
This is that there is absolutely 
nothing new in some Americans 
with spiritual or intellectual 
inquietudes 
removing 
them­ 
selves to rural areas for a while, 
or for life Such returns to the 
land, whether by individuals or 
groups, are as American as 
apple pie and a continuation of 
our traditions They are not an 
explanation of the reversal 
To some considerable degree 
the growth of non metropolitan 
areas is a continuation of the 
extension 
of 
the 
functional 
geographic 
range 
of 
urban 
areas What is happening is not 


The president's pollster, 
Patrick Caddell, is trying 
to devise statistical m ea­ 
sures that can predict trou­ 
ble in advance. 
Stuart 
Eisenstat, 
the 
overworked domestic pol­ 
icy chief, is also trying to 
plan for the future. But his 
staff 
has 
been 
overwhelmed with imme­ 
diate 
problems. 
"We’ve 
had to deal with energy, 
tax reform, welfare, the 
economic stimulus pack­ 
age. 
aliens, 
minimum 
wage, urban problems, re­ 
organization 
and 
social 
security,* Eisenstat told 
us. 
These 
are 
critical 
problems that the Republi­ 
can adm inistrations just 
didn't deal with * 
One White House adviser 
suggested 
that 
C arter 
"hire 12 of the brightest 
guys in the country and let 
them work on long-range 
problems.* But Eisenstat, 
in an interview with our 
associate 
Howie 
Kurtz, 
said that he fears such 
aides might ‘sit off in a 
corner and lose touch with 
reality.* 
He 
prefers 
to 
have his own staff work on 
complex proposals such as 
energy and welfare, which 
he noted “were not con­ 
cocted overnight.* 
There is no longer an 
H R Haldeman zealously 
guarding the door to the 
oval office. Every aide has 
been encouraged to send 
his 
ideas 
directly 
Carter 
Consequently, 


so much that people are leaving 
the city for the country as that 
the city itself is moving to the 
country. 
One principal reason has been 
the 
continuing 
shift 
of 
manufacturing production out of 
metropolitan areas to small 
cities and rural areas 
The available statistics on the 
characteristics of the migrants 
support the economic bases for 
the revival of non metropolitan 
population 
growth 
Those 
moving from the metropolises to 
rural areas are younger, better 
educated, and more skilled on 
the 
average 
than 
present 
residents of those areas 
But 
they are older, less educated, 
and less occupationally skilled 
than those leaving the rural 
areas for the metropolis Thus, 
although 100 people arrive in 
rural areas for every 84 who 
leave, it appears that the non- 
metropolitan areas are gaining 
quantitatively, but that they are 
still losing qualitatively, sending 
their better educated and oc­ 
cupationally qualified youth to 
the metropolitan areas 
In the balance, it seems to me 
very probable that for the next 
decade 
sta tistics 
for 
m etropolitan 
and 
non- 
metropolitan areas wil show a 
pattern not unlike that now seen 
Whether this is interpreted as a 
rebirth of rural America or as 
the diffusion of urban areas over 
the countryside is a matter of 
degree and of opinion.

To build public support for his 
energy policy. President Carter 
leaned heavily on a Central 
Intelligence Agency study which 
concluded that the world faces a 
serious oil shortage sooner than 
had 
been 
anticipated 
Some 
critics claimed that Carter was 
crying wolf They ridiculed the 
basic premise of the CIA study: 
The 
Russians, 
the 
world's 
leading oil produce*, would soon 


be competing for imports with 
Japan and the West 
Less than two weeks after the 
CIA study was released, the 
Russians 
announced 
an 
oil 
barter deal 
with Iran, 
and 
revealed that they were already 
importing oil and gas from Iraq. 
The CIA was right; Russia's oil 
production is peaking, and it is 
even now on its way to becoming 
a net importer. A study of world 
oil reserves sponsored by the 
M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology reaches essentially 
the sam e conclusion as the CIA. 
MIT finds that, at present rates 
of consumption, demand for oil 
would exceed supply as early as 
1963, 
leading 
inevitably 
to 
soaring prices and economic 
depression. 
The director of the MIT study, 
P rofessor 
Caroll 
Wilson, 
summarized its conclusion this 
way: 
“The free world must 
drastically curtail the growth of 
energy use and move massively 
out of oil into other fuels with 
wartime urgency. Otherwise, 
we

catastrophe 
Carter

On substantive issues, 
however, Carter insists on

summary. For example, 
he recently read nearly 100 
pages of memoranda on 
the problem of shoring up 
the ailing Social Security 
system. 
A 
cover memo 
from 
Eisenstat 
described

Some Carter staffers ar­ 
gue that the only way to 
achieve any action in bu­ 
reaucratic Washington is 
to set deadlines The presi­ 
dent, for instance, waited 
to get involved in the con­ 
gressional wrangling over 
auto emission standards 
until two weeks before 


Detroit’s threatened shut­ 
down of production. This 


was a calculated strategy 
to force Congress to pass 
the auto pollution legisla­ 
tion, a top aide told us. 
Contingency 
plans 
were 
hurriedly drawn, neverthe­ 
less, to allow continued 
production while slapping 
fines on the polluting cars. 
Meanwhile, administra­ 
tion officials agree that 
planning 
is 
urgently 
needed to deal with the 
decaying urban areas of 
America. T here’s no com­ 
prehensive policy toward 
the cities," one 
insider 
griped *It’s been put on 
the back burner. Health is 
over here, welfare is over 
there - nobody is pulling 
all the elements together * 
Other aides point out 
that an interagency group 
is already working on solu­ 
tions to urban problems.

Blast kills 2 off-duty firemen 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Twoduty firemen are deed and two others 
remain hospitalized in critical condition today following an ex­ 
plosion and flash fire in the cafeteria of a south side high school 
where the four were preparing to lay a tile floor. 
Authorities said LaVerle Sutton, 47, was pronounced dead at 
City Hospital shortly after the explosion ripped the basement 
level of Roosevelt High School in an alcove where the four were 
working. 
Another fireman, William L. Lemmon, 41, died several hours 
later at Barnes Hospital from third-degree burns over 80 per cent 
of his body, authorities said. 
Fire Capt. Leon Sutton, 49, a brother of one of the dead, and 
Robert Marshall, 43, were listed in critical condition at Barnes 
Hospital and at St. John’s Mercy Medical Center in Creve Coeur 
with third-degree bums. 
The explosion, authorities said, may have been set off by a 
spark from a buffer machine which ignited fumes from a 
flammable substance being used to clean a concrete floor. 


Marble-Cone fire harnessed 


It burned across 175,000 acres of prime watershed lands near 
the central California coast and laid waste millions of dollars 
worth of timber, but the 18-dayold Marble+Cone fire has finally 
been harnessed. 
Fire officials announced 100 per cent containment of the fire 
Thursday when thousands of weary firefighters completed a 160- 
mile noose of firelines around the lightning-sparked blaze. 
Al West, supervisor of the Los Padres National Forest, which 
was devastated by the fire, said about 500 firefighters will patrol 
firelines for several days to prevent any flareups. 
Myron Lee, who directed the battle against the giant Maze, said 
containment “doesn’t mean the fire is out,” only that all firdines 
are completed “We still have a lot of work to do in widening and 
strengthening this line,” he said. 
Lee said the long battle to choke off the fire was hampered by 
inaccessible terrain, heavy fuel buildup and dense smoke which 
often prevented airdrops of chemical fire retardants. 
The state has estimated the cost of fighting the giant fire at 
nearly $10 million. 


Major quake hits Indian Ocean 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — A major earthquake was re­ 
ported in the Indian Ocean today between Australia and In­ 
donesia. Tremors forced hundreds of workers to flee tall 
buildings in western Australia nearly 1,000 miles away but there 
were no immediate reports of injuries. 
Earthquake monitoring stations reported the strength of the 
quake at between 7 and 8.9 on the Richter scale, the most 
powerful quake in the area in a decade and among the strongest 
ever recorded. 
The Indonesian Department of Meteorology said the quake 
occurred at 1:11 p.m. Jakarta time — 2:11 a.m. EDT — and 
tremors and aftershocks lasted for more than an hour. 
The quake was centered 931 miles southeast of the Indonesian 
capital of Jakarta and more than 1,000 miles north of Perth, 
Australia. 
There were no immediate reports of damage from Indonesia or 
islands near the quake’s epicenter. There also was no indication 
that the quake had raised a tsunami, or tidal wave, 
Tremors shook the length of western Australia, a distance of 
about 2,400 miles. In Perth, windows and Venetian blinds rattled, 
chairs slid across floors and frightened workers ran from 
buildings. Some refused to return even after tremors halted. The 
biggest impact was in Port Hedland where parked cars were 
bounced up and down by the quake and buildings rocked and 
swayed for four minutes. 


Lance says he will not quit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Budget Director Bert Lance says he 
will stay at his job aft«* a government investigation disclosed 
Thursday it found no indication Lance had broken the law in his 
personal financial dealings. The comptroller of the currency had 
investigated Lance’s private financial affairs including two loans 
he ceceived for a total of $6 million. Afterward, President Carter 
said the report had confirmed his “faith in the character and 
competence of Bert Lance. ” 


U.S. says settlements illegal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Three new Israeli settlements on the 
West Bank are illegal and will be obstacles to “constructive 
negotiations” of a Middle East peace agreement, says the Carter 
administration. The United States made its feelings known in a 
note delivered to Israeli officials here and in Jerusalem on 
Thursday. 


Pride overrides diplomacy 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) — French pride got the 
better of foreign policy today as Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud, angered by Tanzania’s refusal to apologize for a 
hostile demonstration, cut short the last stop of a four-nation tour 
to promote French influence in Africa. 


Australia confronts unions 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — The Australian Parliament 
outlawed strikes by government employes today, setting the 
stage for a showdown between the conservative government and 
the unions. The government labor legislation and the introduction 
of a tax-cutting national budget two days ago increased ex­ 
pectations that Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser would seek an 
early national election to be fought on the issue of “who runs 
Australia." 


Lower food prices appear 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumer prices rose in July by the 
smallest amount in seven months as lower grocery prices began 
showing up at supermarket shelves, the government said today. 
The July increase of fourtenths of 1 per cent in the Consumer 
Price Index was the lowest since a similar rise in December of 
1976, the Labor Department said. 
Over-all food prices, including restaurant and stare prices, 
rose one-tenth of 1 per cent in July on a seasonally adjusted basis. 
That was much smaller than the rises of seventenths in May and 
eight-tenths in June. 
f 
But for food brought in grocery stores, there was «decline in 
prices of one-tenth of a per cent, the first since Novlfeber, the 
report said.

Blast kills 2 off-duty firemen 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Twoduty firemen are dead and two others 
remain hospitalized in critical condition today following an ex­ 
plosion and flash fire in the cafeteria of a south side high school 
where the four were preparing to lay a tile floor. 
Authorities said LaVerle Sutton, 47, was pronounced dead at 
City Hospital shortly after the explosion ripped the basement 
level of Roosevelt High School in an alcove where the four were 
working 
Another fireman, William L. Lemmon, 41, died several hours 
later at Barnes Hospital from third-degree bums over 80 per cent 
of his body, authorities said. 
Fire Capt. Leon Sutton, 49, a brother of one of the dead, and 
Robert Marshall, 43, were listed in critical condition at Barnes 
Hospital and at St. John's Mercy Medical Center in Creve Coeur 
with third-degree bums 
The explosion, authorities said, may have been set off by a 
spark from a buffer machine which ignited fumes from a 
flammable substance being used to clean a concrete floor. 


Marble-Cone fire harnessed 


It burned across 175,000 acres of prime watershed lands near 
the central California coast and laid waste millions of dollars 
worth of timber, but the 18-dayold Marble+Cone fire has finally 
been harnessed 
Fire officials announced 100 per cent containment of the fire 
Thursday when thousands of weary firefighters completed a 16(F 
mile noose of firelines around the lightning-sparked blaze, 
A1 West, supervisor of the Los Padres National Forest, which 
was devastated by the fire, said about 500 firefighters will patrol 
firelines for several days to prevent any flareups 
Myron Lee, who directed the battle against the giant blaze, said 
containment “doesn’t mean the fire is out," only that all firelines 
are completed “We still have a lot of work to do in widening and 
strengthening this line,” he said 
Lee said the long battle to choke off the fire was hampered by 
inaccessible terrain, heavy fuel builckip and dense smoke which 
often prevented airdrops of chemical fire retardants. 
The state has estimated the cost of fighting the giant fire at 
nearly $10 million.

The Indonesian Department of Meteorology said the quake 
occurred at 1:11 p m Jakarta time — 2:11 a m EDT — and 
tremors and aftershocks lasted for more than an hour. 
The quake was centered 931 miles southeast of the Indonesian 
capital of Jakarta and more than 1,000 miles north of Perth, 
Australia 
There were no immediate reports of damage from Indonesia or 
islands near the quake's epicenter There also was no indication 
that the quake had raised a tsunami, or tidal wave. 
Tremors shook the length of western Australia, a distance of 
about 2,400 miles In Perth, windows and Venetian blinds rattled, 
chairs slid across floors and frightened workers ran from 
buildings Some refused to return even after tremors halted The 
biggest impact was in Port lledland where parked cars were 
hounced up and down by the quake and buildings rocked and 
swayed for four minutes

Florists stood behind ropes to

a colorful quilt across the lawn 
of the mausoleum. None of the 
visitors was allowed inside the 
building, but they seemed con­ 
tent just to be outside. 
Presley’s coffin was sealed 
behind a slab of concrete and 
marble in a small chamber 
near the front of the building. 
Near a window was a three- 
foot-high cross of white carna­ 
tions, decorated with red roses. 
A silken streamer said it was 
from Lisa Marie and Priscilla. 
Lisa Marie is 9 years old and 
Presley’s only child.
